PRESIDENT HERBERT HOOVER AND HIS REPUBLICAN 
ADMINISTRATION RETIRED FROM OFFICE TO-DAY AFTER 
FOUR YEARS’ GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES, 
AMID COLOURFUL PAGENTRY, MR. FRANKLIN D. 
ROOSEVELT WAS TO-DAY INAUGURATED PRESIDENT OF. 
THE UNITED STATES FOR THE NEXT FOUR YEARS. - - 

Thousands zathered at an early hour at the Capitol to wit- 
ness the ceremony and extensive Police precautions. were taken 
to prevent any renewed attempt at the life of the new Prestdent. 
Hundreds of Police, mounted and on foot, guarded. all the ap: 
proaches around the Congress buildings. 

The customary pomp and pageantry attended the ceremony 
which was comparatively brief, Mr. Roosevelt's inauguration 
speech fasting only eight minutes, 

After he had taken the oath President Roosevelt’ proceeded to 
the White House which he will occupy for the next four years. Vice- 
President Garner took the oath as Vice-President and members of the 


new Democratic Cabinet were also sworn in.

The Camberwell coroners is to 
bring to the notice of the Home 
Office the free sale of nicotine, one 
of the most powerful and quickest 
of poisons.. The statement made by 
an expert during an inquest the 
coroner conducted, to the effect that 
the poison had not been known to 
have been used in criminal or 
suicidal cases is scarcely correct. 

Records of ‘forensic literature re- 
Veal that there have been 29 cases 
of nicotine poisoning, as apart from 
recorded cases of deaths from to- 
bacco. The records cite several 
cases of the use of nicotine sith 
homicidal intent.

North West side of the Hospital was 
secured, levelling done, retaining 
walls buill, and a new block eonsist- 
{nx of coolie quarters, laundry and 
what is now the boiler house, was 
erected. This was a great improve- 
ment and patients were no longer 
subject to the noise of codlies and 
amahs living below them. 

On Jenuary 27, 1916, the new 
Maternity Block was opened. It Is: 
a separate building but joined ta 
the main Hospital und to the Sisters 
very convenient in bad weather and 
quarters by a cavered way which is} 
“very convenient in bad weather and 
specially during typhoons., In the 
Maternity Hospital 8 cases can be 
caved for and the equipment in-

In February 1926 the Matron oe 
Nursing Staff block was completed 
and oceupled, It is a very fine and 
modern bdbullding, probably the most 
modern and beat equipped in the 
whole Hospital. .

THE 
RED 


HE Red Terror made its first 


-appearance on a clear night 
in the month of March. Strange- 
ly enough, in the light of later 
events,’ Professor Gottlieb was 
one of the first to have actual 
experience: of it. 

Gottlieb, that most remarkable of 
modern scientists, was in England 
at the time, pursuing inquiries into 
methods of stee] manufacture (you 
may remember the sensation caused 
by his lishter-than-aluminium ‘steel, 
which revolutionised aircraft pro- 
duction about a year ago). Shortly 
before midnight, motoring from 
Sheffield to London, Gottlleb’s car 
was nearing the outskirts of. Fenny 
Stratford when a wide shaft. of 
bright red light appeared in the sky, 
stretching from a _ tremendous 
height down to earth and travelling 
swiftly from east to west. 

As the car roared southwards 
along the lonely roads the beam of 
light, still far away but now direct. 
ly ahead, halted and hung poised 
like some huge scarlet column 
reaching to the stars. 

For the space of ten’ minutes the 
beam was stationary. Gottlieb 
judged the light to touch : ground 
about ten miles away, and urged 
his chauffeur to incredible feats of 
fast driving. But, to his chagrin, 
while still about two miles distant, 
the light began to move, and swept 
away into the west at great speed. 

A few minutes later the . head- 
lights of the car picked out a' run- 
hing figure.
